COLORADO ORGANIZATIONS ANDTAXPAYERS SUED TO STOP THE PROGRAM IJ INTERVENED, REPRESENTING 
FOUR FAMILIES WHO INTEND TO USE THE SCHOLARSHIPS FOR THEIR CHILDREN THE INTERESTING THING ABOUT 
THE PROGRAM, BESIDES ITS FIAVING BEEN ENACTED BY A SCHOOL DISTRICT, IS THAT THE DOUGLAS COUNTY 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS ARE HIGHLY REGARDED, YET THERE IS AN OVERWHELMING INTEREST IN THE PROGRAM THE 
STATE COURT OF APPEALS UPHELD THE PROGRAM IN FEBRUARY, BUT THE FIGHT IS NOT OVER BECAUSE OUR 
OPPONENTS HAVE PETITIONED THE COLORADO SUPREME COURT FOR REVIB/V LOUISIANA FEDERATION OF 
TEACHERS, ET AL V STATE OF LOUISIANA, ET AL WE INTERVENED IN THIS CASE IN JULY REPRESENTING 
PARENTS WHO WISH TO USE STATE-FUNDED SCHOLARSHIPS TO SEND THEIR CHILD TO PRIVATE SCHOOL 
UNLIKE MOST OF OUR SCHOOL CHOICE CASES, THE TEACHERS' UNIONS CONTESTED THE PROGRAM ON THE 
BASIS OF HOW IT WAS FUNDED RATHER THAN RELIGIOUS GROUNDS IN MAY, THE LOUISIANA SUPREME COURT 
CONCLUDED THAT THE PROGRAM COULD NOT BE FUNDED THROUGH THE MECHANISM THE LEGISLATURE CHOSE 
DESPITE THE DECISION, THERE IS ROOM FOR OPTIMISM AS THE STATE IS FREE TO RE-ENACT THE PROGRAM WITH 
A DIFFERENT FUNDING SOURCE DUNCAN V NEW HAMPSHIRE IN NB/V HAMPSHIRE, THE ACLU AND ITS ALLIES 
ARE CHALLENGING A PROGRAM OFFERING LOCAL BUSINESSES PARTIAL TAX CREDITS FOR CONTRIBUTIONS TO 
NON-PROFIT ORGANIZATIONS THAT FUND EDUCATION SCHOLARSHIPS QUALIFYING PARENTS MAY USE THE 
SCHOLARSHIPS TO SEND THEIR CHILDREN TO TUITION-CHARGING PUBLIC SCHOOLS IN NEIGHBORING SCHOOL 
DISTRICTS, PAY FOR TUITION AT ANY OF THE STATES PRIVATE OR RELIGIOUS SCHOOLS, OR HOME SCHOOL 
THEIR CHILDREN OUR OPPONENTS CLAIM TFIAT THE TAX CREDIT PROGRAM VIOLATES THE STATE CONSTITUTION 
BY ALLEGEDLY USING MONEY RAISED BY TAXATION TO COMPEL TAXPAYERS TO SUPPORT RELIGIOUS 
SCHOOLS HOWEVER, BECAUSE THE PROGRAM RELIES ON PRIVATE FUNDS, PRIVATE ORGANIZATIONS, AND 
PRIVATE DECISION MAKERS, IT COMPLIES ENTIRELY WITH THE STATE CONSTITUTION IN JUNE, THE TRIAL COURT 
SUSPENDED THE PROGRAM FOR RELIGIOUS SCHOOLS WE ARE PREPARING OUR APPEAL TO THE NB/V 
HAMPSHIRE SUPREME COURT AMICUS IN ADDITION TO THE ABOVE-DESCRIBED CASES, THE INSTITUTE FOR 
JUSTICEALSO FILED AMICUS BRIEFS IN THE FOLLOWING CASES BETWEEN JULY 1, 2012 AND JUNE 30, 2013
